| Progreſs in Literature, ſent me to a learned 
and reverend Man, John Daniel Getſeus, an High- 
_ German Miniſter of Srock Gabriel, in the Coun- 
ty of Devon: where I ſpent ſome Years in 
ſtudying Humanity and Divinity, and found 
from his Hands much Favour and Love; for 
which kindneſs, I pray God to recompence him 
and his. Afterwards (ſumptâ virili Toga) I con- 
ſidered with my ſelf, that the Fortune which 
my Mother enjoyed in England, was very ſinall 
to maintain her ſelf and ſo many Children as 
ſhe had, (who grew daily more expenſive az we 
grew in Years) ; and thereupon I addreſſed my 
ſelf to ker, reſolving to loſe my Life with my 
Fortune In Ireland, or regain it, who gave me 
her Bleſſing and Conſent; and ſo after ſome 
five or fix Years Abſence, I returned to my 
native Country, which at that time was in a 
moſt miſerable and deplorable State, as you 
may well remember; for then it was not as 
formerly, a National Quarrel, Iriſh againſt En- 
gliſh, and Proteſtants againſt Papiſts; but there 
were high and ſtrange Diviſions throughout the 
Kingdom, Eneliſh againſt Engliſh, and Iriſh a- 
gainſt /rijſh, and Proteſtants and Papiſts joining 
Hands in one Province, againſt the Proteſtants 
of another: which differences to me ſeemed ſo 
unnatural, that I reſolved nor t9 intermeddle 
therein, till the Miſt of Confuſion was over, and 
ſo for Refuge retired my ſelf to the Caſtle of 
| Caperquin, where | ſpent a Years time in Con- 
templation, and ſaw fo much of the Madneſs 
and Wickedneſs of the World, that my Life 
became a Burthen to me, and my Soul was as 
weary cf this Habitation of Clay, as ever the 
- C Gally 
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Gally-ſlave was of the Oar, which brought my 
Life even to the Threſhold of Death; ſo that 
mv Legs had hardly ſtrength to carry my en- 
feebled Body about: All Hay Same irk- 
ſome and diſtaſteful to me; ſo epidemically 
lewd, blaſphemons, and ſottiſh were many be- 
come, that I ſaw the many. and great Judg- 
ments of the Lord that the Kingdom groaned 
under had not reclaimed, but, Pharaoh-like, 
hardned our Egyptian Hearts; which cauſed 
me ſeldom, during that time, to go from my 
Cel]. OW: „„ . 

In the Year 49, (as I take it) ſome ſmall 
time after the Rout at Dublin, Oliver Cromwell, 
then General of the Army, after the taking of 
Tredagh, ſent part of his Army inte Munſter, 
under the Conduct of Colonel Robert Phaire 
bot before his Landing at Toughall, Cork and 
Fug hall had revolted from their Obedience to 
th ir General, the Earl of Inchequin, then Lord 
Prelident of Munſter, under the Command of 
his Majeſty, who is ever to be honoured by all 
Engliſh, for the eminent and faithful Services 
done to the Proteſtants in the beginning of the 
late Rebellion there: So that all, or moſt of

Years, I will boldly ſay, I never ſuffered Quar-

y that were in Protection; nor did J ſuffer any 
| one under my Command to oppreſs or injure |

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any that were in Quarter, without bringing 
them to condign Puniſhment: nor did J per- 
mit any Women or Children to be killed, tho? 
out of Protection, where | had a Power to re- 
| Train the Fury of the Soldier. Iri the Year 56, 
great Part of the Army was disbanded, and I 
among the reſt, and then I berook my ſelf to 
a Country Life, and lived at #faze, the Habi- 
tation of my Anceſtors, where I have continu- 
ed ever ſince, and got by my Induſtry, a Live- 
lihood out of the Bowels of the Earth, and 
daily employed many poor People to work, and 
improved that little Eſtate which I had fo, 
that, I bleſs God, I lived as comfortably as 
he that had Thouſands, and daily relieved 
thoſe that were in Want, and gave my Friends 
and Strangers a hearty Welcome to what God, 
in Mercy, had beſtowed upon me, who never 
coveted much, nor denyed my felf and o- 
thers the Enjoyment of what 1 had. But by 
the way; | Eh „ | 
As ſoon as I was retired into the Country, 
1 was, by the Kindneſs and Reſpect of the 
then Governour, made Clerk of the Peace of 
the County of Cork, and Regiſter for Tranſ- 
plantation, and Juſtice of the Peace: In which 
Employment I ſtudied ſo to acquit my ſelf be- 
fore God and Man, in ſingleneſs and integrity 
of Heart, that, to the Comfort of my Soul, and 
praiſe of God that directed me, I can with 
confidence ſay, I never took Bribe, nor Reward 
from any Man, though I have had many and 
great ones offered me (when I was Regiſter for 
 Franſplantation :) Nor did I ever connive at, or 


ſuffer a MalefaQor to go unpuniſhed, if the Per- 


ſon were guilty of any notorious Crime (where 
1 had a Power:) Nor did I ever take the Fee 
belonging to my Office, if I found the Perſon 
were injured or in Want: Nor did J ever 
T | 2 com-

commit any one for his Judgment or Conſei- 
ence barely; ſo it led him not to do aay 
thing to the Diſturbance of the Civil Peace of 
the Nation: Nor did I take any thing for my 
Fee when he was diſcharged; for, 1 bleſs God, 
he has taken away a perſecuting Spirit from 
me, who would perſwade all Men to be Pro- 
teſtants, thoſe Principles being moſt conſonant 
to Truth and the Word of God, in my Judg- 
ment, and that Profeſſion which I ever have been 
of, and ſtill am: But Truth it is, that when 
I was Juſtice of the Peace, I endeavoured to 
convert as many Papiſts ro Proteſtantiſm as I 
could, and prevailed with many Hundreds to 
go to Church, for theſe two Reaſons: | | 

1. For the good of their Souls, who lived 
in Ignorance, having no Prieſts in thoſe Days, 
and being little the better for them row, (I 
conceive) the common People underſtanding lit- 
tle Latin. | | Fa 

2. For the Preſervation of our own Bodies 
and Eſtates, which I found, by ſad Experience, 
as well as the reſt of the poor Proteſtants of 
Ireland, could never be ſecure whilſt ſuch dan- 
gerous Principles were inſtilled into them as 
theſe; That there was no Faith to he had with 
Heretichs, and ſo it is lawſul to make a Prey of 
our Lives and Fortunes. The Papiſts may deny 
that this is one of their Tenets, but I am ſure. 
it was the Practice of iny Countrymen, for whom 
TIT have this Charity, That if they were not 
ſtrangers to the Word of God, they would 
not have run into ſuch violent Courſes as they did: 
Yet (though there were Orders from the Power 
that then was, to all Juſtices of the Peace, for 
Tranſplanting all Papiſts that would not go to 
Church,) I never moleſted any one that was 
known, or eſtcemed to be innocent, but 1 
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them to continue in the Engliſh Quarters, and that 
without Prejudice: So that I can truly ſay, I ne- 
ver injured any Man for his Conſcience, conceiv- 
ing that ought to be inform'd, and not enforc'd. 
Beſides (Sir) I have ſo far obſerved the immode- 
rate Courſes of ſeveral that were in Power and 
Authority in thoſe Days, amongſt thoſe different 
Judgments, who have had their ſeveral turns at 
the Helm, That they have driven Fehz like, when 
they have had the Reins of Authority in their 
Hands, and by their own Fury deſtroyed 
emſelves and Intereſts, , God abhorring the 
violent and cruel- minded Man, who would 
have all Knees bow to his Dagon, or take 
occaſion either to caſhier or put them by their 
Employments, (as was the uſual Practice of 
the Army there in thoſe Days,) ſo that Charity 
had left Religion, which too too many made a 
meer Deſign to promote their Intereſts and Facti- 
on: Thys one Faction deſtroyed another, till at 
length they all lay down in Sorrow, and he that 
was moſt violent ſtill came to the worſt, _ 
' Thus far I have given you a brief Account how 
I ſpent my Time before I laid my Hands on any; 
and now I ſhall proceed to let you know how I 
have demeaned my ſelf ſince, with the Circum- 
ſtances and Cauſes that moved me to attempt pra- 
ctices of this Nature, for which I have been judged 
and condemned by many, and that as ignorantly 
as maliciouſly: But, bleſſed be God, I have diſ- 
charged a good Conſcience, in not burying that 
Talent which God ſo entruſted me withal, and his 
Mercy has ſhielded me from their Darts. 
About four Years fince, I had an Impulſe, or a 
ſtrange Perſwaſion in my own Mind, (of which 1 
am not able to give any rational Account to ano- 
ther) which did very frequently ſuggeſt to me, that 
there was beſtowed on me the Gift of Curing the 
King's. Evil: which, for the extraordinarineſs of 
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it, I thought fit to conceal for fome time; but at 


length I communicated this to my Wife, and told 


her, That I did verily believe, that God had given 
me the Bleſſing of Curing the Kirg's-Evil ;, for 


_ Whether I were in private or publick, fleeping or 


waking, ſtill 1 had the fame Impulſe; but her re- 


© Þly was to me, That ſhe conceived this was a 


ſtrange Imagination: But to prove the contrary, 


a few Days after, there was one Wiltiam Maher of 
Salterbridge, in the Pariſh of Ziſmore,. (a Tenant of 


your Brother's, the Right Honourable the Earl of 


Burlington and Cork) that broughc his Son Wil- 
liam Maher to my Houſe, deſiring my Wife to 


cure him, who was a Perſon ready to afford her 

Jarity to her Neighbours, according to her ſmall 
Skill in Chirurgery; on which my Wife told me, 
there was one that had the Xing - Evil very grie- 
vouſly in the Eyes, Cheek, and Throat; where- 


upon I told her, that ſhe ſhould now ſee whether 


this were a bare Fancy or Imagination as fhe 
thought it, or the DiQates of God's Spirit on my 


Heart; and thereupon I laid my Hands on the 


Places affected, and prayed to God for Jeſus ſake 


to heal him, and then I bid the Parent two or three 


Days afterwards to bring the Child to me again, 


which accordingly he did, and then I ſaw the 
Eye was almoſt quite whole, and the Node, which 
was almoſt as big as a Pullet's Egg, was ſuppura- 


ted, and the Throat ftrangely amended, and to be 
brief (to God's Glory I ſpeak it) within a Month 


_ diſcharged it ſeif quite, and was perfectly healed, 
and ſo continues, God be praiſed. 


Then there came one Margaret Mac-ſhane of 


Ballinecly, of the Pariſh of Liſmore, and a Tenant | 
of your Brother's, the Earl of Cork, who had the 
Evil ſeven Years and upwards, which had ſpread - 
it ſelf from the Bottom of her Stomach vpwards, 


all over to her Throat, Neck, and Noſe, and ſo all 
over her Back, Shoulders, and Arm-pits, fo that 


ö (ez) 
J could not fee one Place free from the Evil, 
where you might put a Sixpence, and, to ſpeak the 
Truth, ſhe looked ſo dread fully, and ſtunk ſo ex- 
ceedingly, that ſhe would have affrighted and poy- 
ſoned any one almoſt that ſaw or came near her; 
whereupon I ſpoke to one Doctor Anthony, (a fa- 
mous Phyſitian, then at my Houſe), deſiring him 
to take commiſeration on her for God's ſake: His 
reply was, That ſne was eaten ont with the Evil, 
and that all the Men in Jrelard could do her no 
good; whereupon I ſaid, I did believe that there 
was one that could do her good, and cure her; the 
Doctor demanded who that Man was; my An- 
ſwer was, That, through God's Bleſſing, I could; 
but he lighted the Matter, ſaying, if he ſaw that 
Perſon cured, he would not queſtion but 1 might 
heal all Diſeaſes; but I replyed,i was not of his Opi- 
nion as to the latter part, but ſaid, he ſhould be 
convinced of the former; which accordingly fell 
out, (God be praiſed) for my Hand ſuppurated 
the Nodes, and drew and healed the Sores, which 
formerly I could not have eadured the Sight of, 
nor ſmell, nor touched them without Vomiting z 
ſo great an aver ſion had I naturally to all Wounds 
and Sores: So that the poor Woman, about fix 
Weeks afterwards, came perfectly well to my 
Houſe, (and ſo continues) where Doctor Anthony 
was then alſo, to ſee my Wife, and gave God 
Praiſe, and me Thanks; who carried her to 
Doctor Anthony, and told him, That hence he 
might ſee, that God could, and did great Things, 
by poor and worthleſs Inſtruments, and therefore 
he ſhould not limit Him far the future. | 
Alfter this, ſeveral People infected with the E- 
vil came to me from ſeveral Counties, and I ſtro- 
ked them, and deſired God, out of his abundant 
Mercy, to heal them; who (bleſſed be his Name) 
heard my Prayer, and delivered them: So that 
few or none, unleſs thoſe whoſe Bones were _ 
9 ; \ I e 
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ed and eaten, returned without their Cure. This 

Courſe I kept for three Years, not meddling with 
any other Diſtempers; about which Time, the Ague 
was very Epidemical, whole Families being ſtruck 
down with it; when I found, as formerly, the 
ſame kind of Impulſe within me, ſuggeſt ing that 


there was beſtowed upon me the Gift of Curing 


the Ague: This alſo I told ro my Wife, who 
could not be perſwaded to it: And the next Day 
there came to my Houſe a Neighbour's Wife, who 
lived nigh Tallow-Bridge, (a Place well known to 
you) by Name, Bateman, the Naylor's Wife that 
is there, who had a moſt violent Ague, on whom 
laid my Hands, and deſired God Almighty to cure 
her, who, in Mercy, heard my Prayer, and ſo the 
Ague run through her, and ſhe went away im- 
mediately, perfectly cured of her Ague: upon 
which her Husband and Children, who were af- 
flicted with the ſame Diſeaſe, applied themſelves 
to me, on whom J laid my Hands in like manner, 
with the ſame Succeſs; and ſo many more came 
to me afterwards, and were cured by God's great 
and wonderful Power in the like Nature. 
Within ſome ſmall Time after this, God was 
pleaſed, by the ſame, or the like Impulſe, to diſ- 
cover unto me, That he had given me the Gift of 
Healing; which the Morning following 1 told 
my Brother and Wife, but neither of them 
could be prevailed with to believe it, though for 
my own Part, I had a full Aſſurance thereof within 
me. This Impulſe I had the Sunday after Eafter- 
Day, the 2d of April 65, early in the Morning, 
and the Wedneſday enſuing 1 went to Cornet 
Deans (about ſome Occaſions I had with him) to 
Liſmore, where there came into his Houſe to me 
à poor Man, that with a violent Pain in his Loins 
and Flank went almoſt, double, and had alſo a 
moſt grievous ulcerons Leg, very black, wherein 
were five Ulcers; who deſired me, for God's THe, | 
| = Laate 
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that! would lay my Hands on him, and do him 


what good I could. LBut, by the Way, take no- 


tice, That as God gave me the ſeveral Gifts from 


Time to Time, he always ſent Patients that appli- 


ed themſelves to me, for I never ſought after any 


from the firſt Moment to this very inſtant. 
Whereupon I put my Hand on his Loins and 
Flank, and immediately run the Pains out of him, 
ſo that he was releaſed, and could ſtand upright 
without the leaſt Trouble: Then l put my Hand 
on his ulcerous Leg, (which the Chirurgeons, after 


they had ſhewed all their Skill on him, told him 
it was periſhed at the Bone, and ſo muſt be cut 


off, but that he wanted 3/. to give one of them 
for his pains, as he informed me) which forthwith 
changed colour, and became red, and three of the 
five Ulcers cloſed up, and the reſt within a few 
Hours afterwards; ſo that he went ont well, that 


could hardly, by the Help of bis Staff, crawl in, 


and, within two Days afterwards, he fell to his 


Labour, (being a Maſon by Trade) and ſo continu- 


ed ſeveral Months afterwards, to my knowledge, 
and to this inſtant (for ought I know).

and within an Hour it would ſeize him, who 
thought it impoſſible for him to live two fits 
more, for after the cold fit, his hot one continued 


fer four teen Hours in that extremity, that no Fever 
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ſaid, his cold fit arreſted him, and then 1bid him 
to give me his Hand, which he did, and it pleaſed 
God, that from that Time his Fit left him, ſo that 
he had it no more. Then there came feveral Peo- 


ple ta his Houſe troubled with ſeveral Difeaſes, de- 
lr og me, for God's ſake, to cure them, (at which 


Paſſage I was much amazed, not having told him, 
nor any one, but my Wife and Brother, of the Im- 
pulſe I had, which was but the Sunday before,) 
ſome had the Ague, ſeveral others the Falling Sick- 
neſs, others the King's: Evil, one the Fever, ſme. 
Pains, ſome Aches and Lameneſs, on whom I 


put my Hands, little thinking that the Pains 


would skip and fly from place to place till they 
did run out, but that the Perſons might be cu- 


red without any ſuch Motion, by the laying on 'of 


my Hands; and ſeveral, nay, moſt of all Diſeaſes, 
were immediately cured, and thoſe that came ex- 
ceeding Lame, and ſo had continued for many 
Years, (by their own Reports and others) went. 
well home, rejoicing and praiſing God: At 
which extraordinary Appearance of God, the Lord 
knows, my Soul was wrapt up with Wonder and 
Amazement, and my Heart filled with Praiſes 


ond Thankſgivings to the Almighty and moſt mer- 


ciful Lord God, to whom be the Glory, Power, and 


Praiſe for evermore aſcribed: And certainly my 


Heart melted into Tears, and has often ſince, with 
this Confideration, That the Holy One of 1/rael, 


among fo many Millions of Men more pious, . 


more wiſe, and more learned, ſhould make choice 


and uſe of ſo poor, fo vile, and ſo contemptible a 
Wretch as Iam, to be ſo peculiar an Inſtrument 


in his Hand, of ſhewiug Mercy and Deliverance to 
afflicted poor Creatures: Thus much I can ſay, it 
was for no Worth or Sanctity of mine, for I ac- 


knowledge mine Iniquities, and my Sins are not 


hid from me, and confeſs it is thy Mercy in Jeſus, 


(27) 
my bleſſed Saviour, that I have not been conſu- 
med long ſince, but preſerved to this Moment, to 
the Praiſes and Glory of thy Name, to whom my 
Soul doth offer up daily (as is moſt juſt and dye) 
new Songs of Mercy and Deliverance on my own 
Account, and others to whom thou extendeſt thy 
bountiful Favours. | — 3 | 
Theſe Conſiderations, Sir, tranſport me, carry- 
ing me from the Relation of what has been done 
by the Inſtrument, to the Commemoration and Ad- 
miration of the firſt and principal Agent, Jeho- 
vah: But I know this Digreſſion will not ſeem 
harſh in your Ears, whoſe Heart, like a well-tn- 
ned Inſtrument, is ſtrung with Prayer and Praiſes; 
and therefore I will take yeta further Latitude be- 
fore I return to the Narrative Part of my Diſcourſe, 
as to Matter of Fad, by anſwering ſome few Queries 
or Objections, which I have often heard from ma- 
ny, which may not ſeem impertinent to be placed 
here, that it may prove a Bridle to their Tongues 
for the future. The firſt Query is, „„ 
What need had God to cure Diſeaſes in this 

Age of the World by any extraordinary Means, 
when as there is no new Doctrine to be expected, 
or promulgated? and many the like fond and 
confident Aſſertions tending to this purpoſe. To 
which I anſwer, 
Firſt, They are not of God Almighty's Privy 
Council, neither have they ſo much Reaſon or 
Religion, as Confidence; for if they had, they 
would be more ſober, and leſs preſumptuous than 
- to interrog:te what his Mind or Will is, in do- 
ing what they ſee (de facto) done; and fo rather 
with bumble Thoughts admire and praiſe him, 
whoſe Mercy endureth for ever, than expoſtulare 
the Cauſe of things, why, and wherefore he has 
done it, or made uſe of ſuch Inſtruments; as 
one queried of me at a great Man's Table, and 
would have Reaſon wherefore God did mike 
1 | po choice 


„„ 
choice of me ſooner than another, to do things in 
an extraordinary manner, or what it was he ſaw 
in me more than another Man, and many ſuch 
Queſtions; my Reply was a Smile, which was 
the beſt | could uſe in anſwering ſuch fond Enqui- 
rers. But by the way, Sir, 

Give me leave to preſuppoſe two or three Rea- 
ſons why, or wherefore God ſhould now cure Diſ- 
eaſes in an extraordinary Manner. The firſt is, 
to convince this Age of Atheiſm, which (I am ſor- 
ry to ſay it) many of our pretended Wits, I fear, 
are fallen into, who make it their Paſtime to de- 
ride at Jeſus and Chriſtianity z who cannot yet 
but believe Jeſus to be God, when they ſee 
Pains and Diſeaſes to vaniſh, and Evil-Spirits 
flie his Power; as I have good Cauſe to believe 
the Falling-ſickneſs, and other Diſtempers I have 
met withal, ſometimes to be, which I intend up- 
on another Occaſion to prove, by ſuch Reaſons 
drawn from my own Experience, as may convince 
any Man that is but a curious Obſerver, and 
truſts not the Writings of Men that ſpeak 
but their Thoughts in Caſes of this Nature, 
more than his own Eyes, or the Eyes of faith - 
fol Witneſſes. Next, the Goodneſs of God, out 
of Compaſſion to poor diſtreſſed Man, may make 
uſe of never ſo worthleſs an Inſtrument, to mag- 
nifie his own Mercy and Power, as he did of 
a brazen Serpent in the Wilderneſs, that the 
Glory and Praiſe of all, may be ſolely aſcribed 
unto him, who by a little Duſt and Clay can 
cure, and cauſe Diſeaſes to run through Men, 
which no Phylick could move. Next, God may, 
to abate the Pride of the Papiſts, (that make Mira- 
cles the undeniable Manifeſto of the Truth of 
their Church) make uſe of a Proteſtant to do 
ſuch ſtrange things in the Face of the Sun, 
which they pretend to do in Cells. There may 
alſo other Reaſons be given, and ſuch as ww 
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tend to God's Glory; but I ſhall decline mens 


tioning of them, leſt I fall under the Laſh of 
unmerciful Pens, and the Cenſure of Criticks, 


knowing that Truth it felf is ſometimes ber- 


ter concealed than publiſhed. 
In the next Place, many demand of me, Why 


ſome are cured, and not all; and if this work 


were of God, all would be cured? To which 


| Queſtion 1 make this Anſwer, That God may 


pleaſe to make uſe of ſuch Means by me, as 
ſhall operate according to the Diſpoſition of the 
Patient; and therefore cannot be expected to 
be like effectual in all. They alſo demand fur- 
ther, Why ſome are cured at once coming, and 
not all? and why the Pains ſhould flie imme- 


diately out of ſome, and take ſuch Ambages in 


others? and why it ſhould go out of ſome at 


their Eyes, ſome at their Fingers, ſome at their 


Toes, ſome at their Noſes, others, at their Ears 


or Mouths? To which, I fay ; if all theſe things 


could have a plain and rational Account given of 
them, then would there be no reaſon to account 


them ſtrange. 


Let them but tell me what Subſtance that 


is which removes and goes out with ſo great 


Expedition, and it will be more eaſie to reſolve 
their Queſtions; bur till then, let them be ſi- 
lent, and admire the Works of God, whoſe 
Ways are paſt finding out, and whoſe Majeſty is 


not confined to Time, Manner, or Meaſure. 


Some will know of me, why, or how I do 


purſue ſome Pains from Place to Place, till I 
have chaſed them out of the Body, by laying 


my Hands on the outfide of the Cloaths only, 
(as is uſual) and not all Pains. To which I an- 
ſwer; that I and others have, by frequent Ex- 
perience, been abundantly ſatisfied that it is ſo, 
though I am not able to-give a Reaſon why ir 
ſhould be ſo; although I am apt to believes

there are ſome Pains which afflict Men after the 
manner of Evil-Spirits, which kind of Pains 
cannot endure my Hand, nay, not my Glove, 
but flie immediately, though 6 or 8 Coats and 
Cloaks be put betwixt the Party's Body and 
my Hand; as at York bouſe, the Lady Rana- 
laghs, and divers other Places ſince I-came to 
London, (Where many wiſe and learned Men have 
been preſent, as well as frequently in Ireland) 
ih has been manifeſted. | „ 
1 Sir, I hope you will pardon me, when I re- 
hay late to you my own Obſervations, and what my 
Experience inclines me to believe, in ſaying 
that I have met with ſeveral Inſtances 'which 
ſeemed to me to be Poſſeſſions by dumb De- 
vils, deaf Devils, and talking Devils; and that 
to my Apprehenſion, and others preſent, ſeveral 
Evil Spirits, one after the other, have been pur- 
ſued out of a Woman, and every one of them 
have been like to choke her (when it came vp 
to her Throat) before it went forth; and when 
the laſt was gone, ſhe was perfectly well, and 
ſo continued. There have been others that have 
fal'n down immediately as ſoon as they have 
ſeen me, which the Mayor of Worceſter, Colonel 
Birch, Major Wylde, and many Hundreds, both 
at Worceſter, and here, and other Places, were 
Eye-witneſſes of; many, when they have but 
heard my Voice, have been tormented in ſo 
ſtrange a manner, that no one that has been 
reſent could conceive it leſs than a Poſſeſſion; 
as I will inſtance in one at York-Houſe, (where 
Sir John Hinton, Colonel Talbot, and many others 
were preſent) who had ſomewhat within her 
which would ſwell her Body to that exceſſive 
Degree on a ſudden, as if it would burſt her; 
and then as ſoon as I. put my Hand on that 
Part of her Bady where it did riſe up, it woutd 
fly up to her Throat (or ſome other Place), _

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then it would ciuſe her Neck to ſwell half ſo 
big again, and then almoſt choak her, then 
blind her, and make her dumb and foam, and 
_ ſometimes fly into her Hand, and fo contract 
and faſten it, that neither Sir John Hinton, or a- 
ny elſe that did try, (as there were many) could 
with all their Strength open one Finger of her 
Hand; nor would it fly his Hand in the leaſt, 
nor any other Perſons there, till I put my Hand 
on it, or my Glove; nay, I oftentimes brought 
it up into her Tongue (by running my Hand on 
her Body, on the outfide of her Cloaths, up to 
her Throat) which it has ſwoln in an inſtant 
nigh as big again, and has been ſeen plainly to 
play from place to place, and at length, with 
great Violence of Belching, (which did almoſt 
choak her, and force her Eyes to ſtart out of 
her Head) it went forth, and ſo the Woman 
went away well.

Now, Sir, another Queſtion hereon will ariſe, 
(which I have: oftentimes! heard from others,) 
before I proceed; and that is, Whether this 
Operation of my Hand proceeds from the Tem- 
perature of my Body, or from a divine Gift, 


or from both? To which I ſay, That I have | 


Reaſon to believe that there is ſomething in it 

of an extraordinary Gift of God: The Rea- 
ſons and Arguments which incline me to this 

Belief are, That 1 am very ſenſible of the par- 

ticular Time when this Gift was firſt beſtowed 

on me, before which Time I had it not; be- 

cauſe, having my ſelf for ſeveral Years toge- 

ther been moſt violently troubled with the Head- 

ach, though I have pur my Hand a thouſand 
- | Ds time 
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times to my Head, and held it, it would nef- 
ther remove nor run out the Pain; but ſince 


God gave my Hand this Gift, I have no ſoon- 
er put it on my Head where it was troubled; 
but I have removed and run it out. I have al- 
ſo oftentimes held my Friends Heads formerly, 
when they have been in violent Pains with 'the 
Head-ach; but I never could hear them ſay their 
Pain removed or ceaſed, which now immedi- 


ately it does in very many. What the natural 


Efficacy of Effiuvia's may be, I leave others to 
judge; and I ſuppoſe no Man will queſtion but 
that an extraordinary Gift may be exerciſed by 
natural Means, or that God may confer in an 
extraordinary Manner ſuch a Temper of Body 
upon a Perſon, as may, by a natural Efficacy, 
produce theſe Effects: Only, by the way, I ſhall 
ſuggeſt to you an Experiment made at the Houſe 
of that excellent Perſon your Siſter, the Lady 
Ranalagh's, where I tried (to ſatisfie the Curio- 


ſity of ſome there) with a Napkin which I rub- 
bed my Breaſt withal, and with my Shirt which 


1 had pulled off, being very hot, whether that 

would remove the Pains of a Woman which was 
in ſtrange Fits there, (as my Glove, being tried, 
did oftentimes) and it would not. ; 

I could uſe many more Inſtances, and anſwer 

ſeveral other Objections; but I think that will 


be more proper hereafter; and therefore I ſhall 
now return again to matter of Fact, by letting 


you know, that great Multitudes from divers 


Places reſorted to me, ſo that I could have no 


Time to follow my own Occaſions, nor enjoy 
the Company of my Family and Friends:

thing that moves him to engage himſelf in ſuch 
perpetual Labours: I never heard him ſpeak any 
Words unbecoming a Chriſtian: He profeſſes all 
Loyalty to his Prince, due Reverence to his Spiri- 
tuai Governours, and to be of the Reformed Reli- 
gion, as it is hers by Law eſtabliſhed. All which 
coniidered, methinks he merits much Reſpect: And 
if this Teſtimony of mine may do him any ſervice, 
1 ſhall be very glad of it; becauſe of the Obliga- 
tion | have to him for a Cure done upon my ſelf, 
April 14.

1 N my laſt, I promiſed to give you an Ac- 
count of what I had ſeen that Man of Won- 
ders do, vic. Mr. Valentine Greatraks. I did 
likewiſe Promiſe to give the ſame Account to 
my Honourable Friends, the Honourable Robers 
Boyle, and Dr. Dickinſon , but being ſtraitned in 
time, I deſire you to ſhow them this, and in my 
In acute Pains whereſoever ſeated, the Perſons, 
upon his Stroking, have for the moſt part con- 
feſſed a momentary Relief; and that which of- 
ten cauſed my Admiration, I have feen a Pain 
move from the left Shoulder, to the right Foot, 
and then ſtroked out of the Toes: When fix'd 
there, they have cried out with extremity of Pain, till 
relieved by his Hand.

ſwers to Queſtions not vulgar. I ſaw a Child a- 
ed about 12. that had not ſtirr'd Hand nor Foot 
for 14 Weeks together; ſhe had near 20 ſcrophy- 
lous Tumonrs in her Arms, Thighs, Legs, and 
Throat. Ont of one large one in her Leg, near 
the Shin-bone, he made a ſmall Orifice, and took 
out divers Kernels; thoſe that were hard, by his 
handling tended to ſuppuration: After twice ſtro- 
king, this Child walked up hill 60 Yards, or more: 
Thoſe Sores that ran, dried up after his Spitting 
upon them. I can the more boldly atteſt this, by 
reaſon the Mother of the Child, through the Inter- 
ceſſion of a Friend of mine to me, by my Intereſt, 
ain'd acceſs to have her Child touched by him. 
| Thoſe who have had Iſchiaticas or Hip-gouts, I 
have ſeen go away freed from all Pain.
